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All Unions Sign Contracts — 
Except Teachers’ Union

Every union that the Romulus Com- 
munity School District deals with, with 
the exception of the teachers’ union, 
has signed a contract. The ironic thing 
about it is that they all signed for al- 
most the same seven-percent increase 
that the teachers’ union was offered 
and has refused. 

According to Dr. William Bedell, 
Superintendent of Romulus Schools, 
the teachers stopped their “work to 
rule” campaign just prior to this year’s 
Homecoming, and the teachers have 
resumed their involvement in extracur- 
tricular activities. That, in itself, is a plus 

forthe children of our school district, 
as well as for those teachers who will 
receive pay for their efforts. 

|. The contract dispute between the 
teachers’ union and the School Board 
has made the teachers’ dedication to 
their students and performance of their 
duties the focus of community atten- 
tion. Dr. Charles Cummins, who writes 
for the Schenectady Gazette, recently 
did an article on this subject in his 
“Report Card on Education” column. | 
am reprinting it here in the hopes that 
it will help to keep priorities straight in 
a world where consideration of the al- 
mighty dollar often seems to rule. 


Report Card on Education

What Teachers Should Know 
And Be Able To Do 


1. Teachers are committed to students 
and their learning. 

2. Teachers know the subjects they 
teach and how to teach those sub- 
jects to students. 

3. Teachers are responsible for man- 
aging and monitoring student learn- 
ing. ; 

4. Teachers think systematically about 
their practice and learn from expe- 
rience. 

5, Teachers are members of learning 

. communities: 
- These five core propositions form 
the basis for a report issued by the Na- 
tional Board for Professional Teaching 
__ Standards (NBPTS) titled, “Toward High 

~_ and Rigorous Standards for the Teach- 
ing Profession,’ as reported in the Sep- 
tember/October inaugural issue of 
Teacher Magazine. The NBPTS is a na- 
tional body with a majority teacher 





membership that “seeks to identify'and’ ’ ¢ 


recognize teachers who effectively en- 
hance student learning,” and who show 
a high level of knowledge, skill, disposi- 
tion and commitment. 

The hope of the NBPTS is that 
teachers who meet these standards 
may, in years to come, earn higher pay 
and greater authority and autonomy 
on the job. My guess is that to a greater 
extent- than we recognize, teachers 
who meet these standards already en- 
joy greater authority and autonomy 
than their less committed, less knowl- 
edgeable or responsible colleagues. 

Now, no teacher is perfect. No 
teacher is going to exhibit these five 
standards 100 percent of the time. Re- 
member, while managing and monitor- 
ing the learning of one group of stu- 
dents, the teacher may be ignoring the 
learning needs of another group — at 
least in the eyes of that group or their 
parents. 

Talking about teachers’ inability to 
be perfect simply begs the issue. Stan- 
dards are yardsticks by which to mea- 
sure. Failure to measure up ata given 
time, on a given day is not grounds for 
dismissal. Failure to measure up over 
time is, or should be. 

Let’s examine each of these stan- 
dards. 

“Teachers are committed to stu- 
dents and their learning.’ That seems 
self-evident, doesn’t it? Yet, even teach- 
ers know that it is not true among all 
their colleagues. Commitment can take 
many forms: staying late, coming in 
early, taking work home, preparing your 
own tests, practicing your lesson pres- 
entation, serving on committees, advis- 
ing a student group, and a host of other 
things. Commitment, however, is not so 
easily measured — even though some 
teachers think that by doing these 
things they show their commitment. 

Commitment is measured by results 
— student results. Teaching without 
results is theatrics, and not very enter- 
taining theatrics at that. Committed 
teachers help their students learn. They 
care more about whether their students 
are learning and growing than whether 
they complete the textbook or syllabus. 
Quality is more important than quantity. 
Committed teachers consider them- 
selves failures if they complete the pre- 
scribed course of study and then have 
a large number of their students fail the

“Teachers know the subjects they 
teach and how to teach those subjects 
to students.” This sounds fundamental, 
but it is probably the one standard 
against which more teachers fall short 
than any other. College students learn 
early on in their college career that 
many of their college professors, while 
experts in their chosen subject area, 
cannot teach. They know their subject, 
but they do not know how to teach it 
to students. 

At the elementary and secondary 
level, some teachers, unfortunately, 
simply do not have acompetent knowl- 
edge of their subject. Nothing reveals 
a teacher's ignorance of a subject more 
than being unable to explain to stu- 
dents where, when or how they will use 


or need to know the topic of instruction. 


Teaching a topic just because it is in 
the textbook is equivalent to a physi- 
cian prescribing a medication just be- 
cause he or she finds it listed in the 
Physician’s Desk Reference. The latter 
act would be judged as criminal, the 
former should be. 

“Teachers are responsible for man- 
aging and monitoring student learning.” 
The NBPTS comments on this as fol- 
lows: “(Good) teachers create, enrich, 
maintain, and alter instructional set- 
tings to capture and sustain the inter- 
est of their students and to make the 
most effective use of time. They are 
also adept at engaging students and 
adults to assist their teaching and at en- 
listing their colleagues’ knowledge and 
expertise to complement their own.”

Citizens Send Recommendation 
on Fate of Old South Junior High 


A group of Romulus citizens, con- 
cerned about the possible demolition 
of the old South Junior High School 
(on Olive), sent the following letter to 
local elected officials. (As you read this 
letter, please keep in mind that any as- 
bestos removal will cost the taxpayers 
the same amount of money, whether the 
building is demolished or saved.) 

This issue will be brought up at the 
Monday, October 23, meeting of the 
Romulus City Council; all residents are 
encouraged to attend. 


Dear Elected Officials of Romulus: 

We are concerned citizens of Rom- 
ulus who feel that the destruction of 
the very “vehicle” which could bring 
about the revitalization of the downtown 
area of Romulus, would most certainly 
prove to be a costly and regrettable 
mistake. 

The building that we want to save 
from destruction is at 11401 Olive, Rom- 
ulus. It formerly housed the Beacon 
Center and was the very first Romulus 
High School building. The original gym- 
nasium and 8 classrooms were built 
circa 1929 and the second addition 
circa 1940. The most recent addition 
was built circa 1950. It is a fine brick 
building, well-constructed. It needs 
only minor repairs to convert it into a 
City Recreation Center to serve the 

- entire area. The cost of repair and con- 


version would be minimal as compared 
to the cost of building a new structure 
for recreational purposes today. 

We feel that this is a viable structure 
which could not only serve the recrea- 
tional needs of the citizens, but could 
also be an income-producing entity. 
The entire 36 square miles of our city 
would benefit! 

The return on the initial $1.00 (one 
dollar) investment would bring at least 
a million to one return for the citizens 
of Romulus. 

After much thought and discussion 
on this matter of vital concern to the 
people of Romulus, we have compiled 
a list of feasible uses for the former 
Beacon Center School building. For 
your consideration we have divided the 
possibilities into two categories: 

(1) community oriented 

(2). income producing possibilities 
One needs only to use his/her imagin- 
ation to add other possible rental uses 
for the facilities. 

This beautiful facility has been of- 
fered by the Board of Education to the 
City of Romulus for $1.00 (one dollar), 
with the thought that the City could 
possibly make good use of the school 
building.

A landlord may evict a tenant with 
30 days notice when there is no lease. 
The landlord will serve a Notice to Quit 
on the tenant, stating that the tenant 
must vacate the property within 30 days. 
If the tenant refuses to vacate, the 
landlord will be forced to file a com- 
plaint with the local district court. The 
complaint will be personally served on 
the tenant, along with a summons to 
appear in court. 

At the court appearance, the tenant 
will have the opportunity to present any 
defenses to the court. A tenant who 
does not have a lease is at the mercy

Learn to Teach 














More than 70 students have enrolled 
at Wayne County Community College 
(WCCC) for the first semester of an 
urban teacher training program that’s 
the first of its kind. in Michigan. 

The goal of the Urban Teacher Pro- 
gram is to train students to teach effec- 
tively in today’s city schools. The pro- 
gram recognizes the need for minorities 
to serve as role models for the students 
they teach. 

In the entire state of Michigan, only 
six black men under age 26 were certi- 
fied to teach kindergarten through the 
twelfth grade for the 1987-1988 school 
year, according to records from the 
Michigan Department of Education. The 
Urban Teacher Program is designed to 
help reverse this trend. 

“The early hands-on approach of 
this program is definitely unique,’ said 
Harriet Slocum, Ph.D., chair of WCCC’s 
Urban Teacher Program. “Students will 
start working in the classroom in the 
second semester of their first year. 

“They'll learn by working with men- 
tor teachers who have good, workable 
approaches with their students,” she 
continued. ‘They'll learn right away if 
they like teaching, instead of waiting 
until the junior year for their student 
teaching. And they’Il learn to be sensi- 
tive to their students, who often come 
from homes where everything is not 
ideal.” 

Slocum said the program includes 
two other unique features: with approval 
from faculty and staff, students may 
do unassisted substitute teaching, and 


they may earn an honorarium for a stu-’ 


dent-teaching practicum. 

More than a year in the planning, 
the Urban Teacher Program is a cooper- 
ative venture of WCCC; Eastern Michi- 
gan University (EMU) in Ypsilanti; Wayne 
State University (WSU) in Detroit; three 
Metro Detroit area school districts; the 
Michigan Department of Education; 
and the Federal government. 

Students can earn an associate 
degree at WCCC after two years in the 
program. With another two years of 
study, they will receive a bachelor’s 
degree through one of the universities 
participating in the program. 

Most of the advanced classes will 
be held at WCCC. However, students 
will attend classes on a university 
campus for one semester to fulfill the 
university residency requirement. 

High school graduates of any age 
can enroll in the program, which seeks 
to attract men and women from diverse 
racial, ethnic, social, and economic 
backgrounds. However, the main re- 
quirements are to like children, to un- 


derstand the importance of teachers 
as role models, and to make a commit- 
ment to teach in a multi-cultural urban 
setting. 

Federal, State, WCCC, EMU, and 
local school district funds are support- 
ing the program. 

The Michigan legislature recently 
approved spending $300,000 in funding 
over several years for the Urban Teacher 
Program. The funds are equally allocat- 
ed to WCCC, EMU, and WSU. 

The Michigan Department of Edu- 
cation’s Office of Minority Equity has 
awarded EMU a $115,000 grant in sup- 
port of the program’s administrative, 
supplies, and travel costs. The funding 


is part of the State’s effort to increase — 


the flow of minority students from com- 
munity colleges into institutions which 
grant four-year degrees. 

Federal funds are financing 60% of 
the total cost of developing and carry- 
ing out the mentor-teacher component 
of the program. The source is a one- 
year, $67,027 renewable grant from the 
U.S. Department of Education’s Fund 
for the Improvement of Postsecondary 
Education (FIPSE). WCCC’s FIPSE pro- 
posal was among only 76 approved 
compared to 1,891 submitted by col- 
leges nationwide. 

In-kind support for that component 
from WCCC, EMU, and the participat- 
ing school districts totals $41,850. ()

Toothpastes

Which toothpaste should! use? This 
is acommon question asked by dental 
patients. There are so many to choose 
from — gel, paste, tartar control, non- 
tartar control, regular, mint, fluoride, 
non-fluoride. More often than not, the 
choice of a toothpaste depends upon 
the individual situation and personal 
preference. 

One component that | feel is very 
necessary in a toothpaste is fluoride. 
Patients who have had a high cavity 
rate may want to use an extra fluoride 
rinse like Act or Fluoriguard (not Plax, 
which is not a fluoride rinse, but a pre- 
brushing liquid that has not received 
the approval of the American Dental 
Association). 

The amount of abrasive compo- 
nents is another factor which should 








“A Doctor Who Cares” 
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be considered when choosing a tooth- 
paste. Abrasives help facilitate stain 
removal, so coffee and tea drinkers, for 
instance, may want to use a more abra- 
sive toothpaste. If this is the case, then 
the brushing technique used is impor- 
tant in preventing the abrasives from 
damaging the teeth. Using small, cir- 
cular motions will help prevent this 
damage. 

Tartar-control formulas, which have 
been scientifically proven to reduce tar- 
tar (calculus) build-up, are a final com- 
ponent to be considered. The use of 
such a toothpaste does not, however, 
eliminate the need for a professional 
cleaning every six months. Besides get- 
ting any remaining plaque and calculus 
removed from your teeth, you receive 
a thorough exam during these regular 
visits, helping to insure that you main- 
tain good dental health. 

As far as choosing a flavor is con- 
cerned, just be sure to pick one that 
you like, so that it will make you want 
to run to your toothbrush and brush for 
that wonderful taste!

There isn’t much else to say on this 
matter. Accomplished teachers com- 
mand a range of instructional tech- 
niques, they understand how students 
learn, they know how to organize and 
present material to achieve favorable 
student participation and interest, and 
when necessary, they know how to shift 
to an alternative strategy to maintain 
learning momentum. 

“Teachers think systematically 
about their practice and learn from ex- 
perience.” Beginning teachers are usu- 
ally preoccupied with their actions in 
front of aclass. Experienced teachers 
focus more on their students’ learning, 
what their students take away from 
each day’s lesson. They know too that 
they are models for behavior and learn- 
ing. They know that they cannot inspire 
intellectual curiosity, tolerance, hon- 
esty, fairness, respect for diversity, or 
appreciation of cultural differences if 
they do not exhibit these in their own 
actions. 

Good teachers, therefore, critique 
their classroom and professional con- 
duct on a regular basis to see where 
they can improve. Like successful busi- 
ness people, they know that regardless 
of what they are doing, they can do it 
better. Like a movie star, they know that 
last year’s rave reviews are but a page 

> in ascrapbook: It is this year’s perform- 
ance (with this year’s students) that is 
important. , 











“Teachers are members of learning 
communities.” Teachers spend most 
of their professional day alone in a 
classroom with students. For this rea- 
son, and because they desire to remain 
on top of professional developments, 
accomplished teachers belong to, and 
participate in, professional associa- 
tions. They find ways to work with par- 
ents, other teachers and professionals 
from other fields. They know that they 
need this contact, this stimulation to 
remain effective. 

This stimulation and their dedica- 
tion protect them from ‘“‘burnout” and 
from stagnation. Each year is an excit- 
ing new challenge which they can, and 
do, face with enthusiasm. 

The NBPTS sees these five stan- 
dards as aminimum measure of what 
every teacher should know and be able 
to do. Let us all resolve to work together 
to make these the minimum standards 
for initial certification and for contin- 
ued employment. Our teachers and our 
students will be the beneficiaries.
